Program 


The Graphic Design Certificate Program is a 
series of professional courses leading to a 
career in the graphic design field. The pro- 
gram consists of 12 courses (37 credits) usu- 
ally taken over a period of three years. Upon 
review, you may transfer up to 6 credits at 
the time of acceptance. To be eligible, appli- 
cants must have completed a minimum of 
60 undergraduate credits, must demonstrate 
drawing ability and basic skills in visual 
language, and must demonstrate working 
knowledge of a page layout program (Quark 
Express or inDesign), Photoshop, and Adobe 
Illustrator.

Fashion Certificate Program 


MassArt’s well-known Fashion Design 
Department will launch a NEW Fashion 
Certificate in Fall 2005. Students may trans- 
fer up to 6 credits into the program at the 
time of acceptance. The Fashion Certificate 

is designed for those who wish to advance 
their skills or careers in Fashion Design. The 
certificate consists of ten courses including 
fundamentals and Master classes. Classes 
are offered on a rotating schedule, allowing 
courses to be taken in two years or students 
may choose only courses that suit their 
needs. Four foundation courses in fashion 
fundamentals include Intro to Creative 
Fashion Design, Pattern Drafting, Fashion 
Illustration, and Fashion as Art. One or two 
foundation classes are offered each semester 
to prepare students for the program’s Master 
Classes. Each Master Class has a “fashion 
specialty” focus and will be taught by an 
expert in their field. Master Classes include 
Draping, Costume Design, Millinery, Fashion

Adobe After Effects is an unbelievably power- 
ful software package designed for motion 
graphics, video compositing, and other special 
effects. In this class, we learn to use Adobe's 
intuitive interface for building simple or 
complex animations in both 2D and 3D space. 
We will construct theatrical environments 
out of photographs, drawings, paintings, or 
even video, and then move a versatile “virtual 
camera” through our scenes. We will learn to 
adjust, color correct, or otherwise fine-tune 
video, and then apply incredible filters or dis- 
tortion tools for further dramatic impact.

ART IS DEAD. LONG LIVE ART! 
MODERNITY AND STRATEGIES OF 
THE AVANT-GARDE, 1890 - 1940 

The term “modernity” generally denotes the 
social and cultural changes that occurred in 
relation to the scientific and technological 
innovations associated with industrializa- 
tion, particularly during the 19th and early 
20th century in the western world. Between 
the years 1890 - 1940, modernity, as a form 
of experience that impacted both the social 


and the individual, had a profound impact on 


radical artistic practices. Avant-garde artists 
across Europe developed critical strategies to 


challenge, if not destroy, the dominant culture 


of the day. Through the lens of the politics of 
our present moment, and with the aid of cer- 


tain contemporary theoretical tools, we study 


the major avant-garde movements of the pe- 
riod, such as German Expressionism, De Stijl, 


Italian Futurism, Dada, Russian Suprematism 


and Constructivism and French Surrealism, 


with the aim of understanding their strategies

The series, self-consciously generic in 
conception and execution, allows this course 
to examine the histories, theories, and tradi- 
tions of the musical, melodrama, comedy, 
silent film and horror genres. Through the 
“buffyverse” (a media space that includes 
spin-offs, comics, games, and books, but also 
such unofficial forms as fan fiction), students 
will have the opportunity to examine how the 
media product in a digital/industrial society, 
like the mythic folktale in other cultures, 
serves as a site where society collectively 
speaks to itself, confronting basic human is- 
sues in a familiar context. By investigating is- 
sues that our culture has returned to time and 
again, often presenting conflicting answers to 
the same troubling questions, students will 
be able to examine the socially constructed 
nature of our relationship to our culture and 
the social world, our own bodies and ways of 
thinking.

image in complex formats. Skills for expres- 
sive typography, use of a typographic grid, and 
typographic hierarchy are applied and inte- 
grated with imagery to clearly communicate 
information and create visually compelling 
compositions.

IDENTITY AND BRAND DESIGN 
Students will gain a greater awareness of the 
impact that consistent and provocative design 
can have on the experience of an audience, 
and will complete an in-depth, fully-devel- 
oped “brand design” to add to their portfolio. 
This class explores the potential for design to 
create an entire experience for a customer or 
client that is unique, engaging, and memo- 
rable.

CALLIGRAPHY AND LETTERFORM 
DRAWING 

This unique drawing class focuses on the 
creation and design of letterforms with the 
use of technical drawing tools. The course will 
begin with the study of the Trajan Inscription 
and the Roman style alphabet that is derived 
from it. Students will first learn to create 
these letters using a broad-edged pen and 
quickly move on to the creation of letterforms 
using pencil, pen (or brush), and technical 
drawing tools. Through the study of pen scale, 
pen angle and letter proportion, students will 
learn how to change the characteristics of 
letterforms and create their own fonts. This 
technique allows for the development of an 
infinite variety of lettering styles, allowing for 
personal exploration and expression within 
the communication arts.

Change of Course/Add-Drop 


A registered Continuing Education student
